Labor secretary visits Padre Hidalgo Center

SAN DIEGO — Secretary of Labor 
Raymond -Donovan came to the Padre 
Hidalgo Center last Thursday to defend 
the Reagan administration’s block-grant 
aid concept and to find out why a 
$130,000 federally funded CETA 
vocational training program at the Center 
is one of the most successful in the nation 
when it comes to placing graduates in 
jobs. 

Community of the Holy Spirit Sister 
Sara Murietta, director of the Padre 
Hidalgo Center on National Avenue in 


’ Southeast San Diego, had little more than 


24 hours notice that the cabinet member 
would be paying her a visit. ‘‘We have 
received funds in the past from the 
Department of Labor, and I guess he’s 
coming to take an accounting,”’ she said. 


-BY THE time Donovan and his party 
arrived, the Padre Hidalgo Center was 
jammed with television news crews and a 
number of students who have successfully 
completed their vocational training. The 
students, all of whom are now employed, 
spoke to Donovan about the. difference 
vocational training had made in their own 
lives. 


“‘T have the feeling I’m sitting in with a 
family, not a school,’’ said Secretary 
Donovan. ‘‘What the country needs is a 
lot more Lilia Lopez,’’ he added, 
referring to the-supervisor of vocational 
training at Padre Hidalgo. 


Flanked by Father Douglas Regin, 
executive director of Catholic 
Community Services, a strong critic of 
the block grants, and by Sister Sara, 
Donovan said the success of the locally 


- administered Padre Hidalgo vocational 


program validated the block-grant 
concept. 


‘““THE REPORTS we are getting in 
Washington are very favorable,”’ he said. 
‘‘We wanted to meet Sister Sara and 
speak to the students, find out why this 
program has worked so well and see if it is 
transportable to other parts. of the 
country.”’ 


In the past, he said, only 18 cents of 
every CETA dollar has actually gone 
towards training people enrolled in the 
program, the bulk spent on salaries and 
administrative costs. But now with block

Vatican Bank: Many questions,

ROME (NC) — Numerous press 
reports linking the Vatican bank to the 
collapse of Italy’s Banco Ambrosiano 
have sent American-born Archbishop 
Paul C. Marcinkus into virtual hiding 
behind the Vatican’s walls. In addition, 
speculation is harming the Church, and 
the Vatican would be wise as soon as 
possible to give a full public report on 
what has happened. 


Those are the two conclusions drawn 
from a series of lengthy discussions here 
with a dozen very well-connected people. 
Some of them were Vatican employees, 
some were not. Some were clerical, some 
lay. Some were Catholic, some not. But 


all have significant and regular dealings — 


with the Vatican, and preferred that their 
names not be used. 


THE ISSUE revolves around the 
relationship between the Vatican bank — 
called the IOR, the Italian initials for the 
bank’s official title, the Institute for the 
Works of Religion — and Roberto Calvi. 

On June 18 London police found 
Calvi’s body hanging under Blackfriars 
Bridge, located over the Thames River. 
They have ruled his death a suicide. 

Calvi was the president of Italy’s 
largest private bank, the. Banco 


Ambrosiano, which has since been 
declared bankrupt by Italian banking 
authorities. 


THE AMBROSIANO case involves 
about $1.2 billion in unpaid loans which 
Calvi arranged from Ambrosiano 
subsidiaries on behalf of questionable 
Panamanian companies in which Calvi is 
said to have had significant investments. 


Bigotry back on KMJC? 


EL CAJON — Radio station 
KMJC, accused of anti-Catholic bias 
by Southern Cross last year, is 
apparently at it again. The 3:30-3:45 
p-m. time slot Monday through 
Fridays carries the message of 
‘‘Brother Goodwin,’’ a Des Moines, 
Iowa, radio preacher, who spent all 
of last week on a series, ‘‘Christ is not 
present in the Mass.’’ After attacking 
Catholic veneration of Mary and the 
saints, he urged his listeners to 
“throw your trinkets (rosaries?) 
away,’’ and later berated ‘‘the pope 
of Rome.’’ The station, under 
pressure, dropped one anti-Catholic 
““preacher’’ last summer but retained 
another who offered anti-Catholic 
material for sale. 


Senate talks prayer, pro-life legislation to death 


Sen. Helms accused of 


constitutional ‘end run’

WASHINGTON (NC) — It took 
almost a dozen roll-call votes and 
numerous days of sometimes acrimonious 
discussion, but the Senate last Thursday 
ended its month-long abortion and school 
prayer debate. 

A week after. killing an abortion 


measure proposed by Sen. Jesse Helms 
(R-N.C.) the Senate did the same to an 


~ equally controversial Helms proposal that 


would have’ removed federal court 
jurisdiction in school prayer cases. 


WHERE IT took four votes to end the 
abortion debate, the school prayer 
struggle went through seven votes before 
it was settled. The key vote killing the 
school prayer proposal was 51-48. 


Undaunted by his defeat, Helms 
promised he would renew his fight in the 
new Congress that will convene next year. 
He acknowledged his ‘‘tactical mistake’ 
in not pushing the two issues earlier in the 


. 97th Congress, and complained that the 


White House had given little support to 
his efforts. 


Critics of Helms, meanwhile, said the 
Senate had succeeded in blocking what 
they characterized as an effort to make an 
“end-run”’ around the Constitution. 


‘MOST SENATORS know that it 
(the Helms school prayer measure) is 
unsound and perhaps unconstitutional,”’ 
said Sen. Max Baucus (D-Mont.), one of 
several participants in the filibuster that 
dominated the debate. 

‘*The problem,’’ he continued, ‘‘is that 
in their home states this is not perceived 
as a court-stripping bill, it’s perceived asa 
school prayer bill.’’ 

Helms, though, said the Constitution 
gives Congress the power to define the 
Jurisdiction of the federal courts. 


WHEN THE Senate turned to the 
school prayer issue after disposing of the 
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few answers 


Last year, the IOR signed letters of 
patronage approving of the loan of at least 
some of this money to the Panamanian 
operations. The letters were signed after 
Calvi had already been convicted by an 
Italian court of illegal currency transfers. 


The letters apparently gave the 
impression that the IOR exercised some 
measure of control over the Panamanian 
operations, thus giving them an air of 
being creditworthy. 


AT THE same time that the IOR 
issued the letters of patronage, it is 
reported to have received from Calvi an 
allegedly secret ‘‘liberating letter’’ 
absolving it from any financial 
responsibility should the loans go bad. 


Reports differ on the timing of the 
letters of patronage and the loans. Some 
say that the letters of patronage were 
issued after the loans were made, purely 
for the internal purpose of comforting 
nervous Ambrosiano directors who were 
beginning to wonder whether the 
Panamanian operations were going to 
come across with repayment. Other 
reports say that further loans were made 
following the letters and that the lending 
institutions relied, in part at least, on the 
IOR’s judgment in granting those loans.

KILLINGS — In strong and 
emotional language, Pope John Paul II 
condemned the mid-Sept. killings of 
Palestinian civilians in refugee camps 
near Beirut. ‘‘There are no words to 
condemn such crimes,’’ he said. 


SUIT — A federal judge has 
dismmissed a libel suit broght agaist the 
U.S. Catholic Conference by the Irish 
National Caucus. A USCC official called 
the Caucus and its leader, Redemptorist 
Father Sean McManus, a ‘‘propaganda 
front for the Provisional Irish Republican 
Army, a terrorist organization...which 
has little support from Catholics in either 
part of Ireland.’’ The Caucus previously 
had criticized Jesuit-run Georgetown 
University for conferring an honorary 
degree on British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, which drew a 
response in the form of a letter to the 
Washington Star by Edward Doherty of 
the USCC. 


COUNTERSUIT — The Denver 
archdiocese has filed a countersuit against 
10 morticians who had sued the 
archdiocese, alleging it engaged in unfair 
competition, conspiracy and restraint of 
trade in operating its Mt. Olivet 
Cemetery. The archdiocese said it has 
constitutional defenses which protect the 
freedom of religion, and claimed the 
morticians’ action was ‘“‘frivolous and 
groundless.”’ 


GUERRILLA? — The Philippine 
government claimed last week that it had 
captured a priest during a raid on a 
guerrilla hideout 600 miles from Manila. 
The priest, Father Orlando Tizon, was 
taken during a military raid on a hideout 
where the alleged leader of a Communist 
group was killed. A Maryknoll Sister said 
the priest had worked on a local diocesan 
social justice program until ‘‘government 
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25th — More than 300 friends joined 
Father James Sassone at St. Therese 
parish Sept. 25 for a Mass and dinner 
marking the 25th anniversary of his 
ordination to the priesthood. Father 
loves clowns, and everyone, including 
some from as far away as El Centro, 
dressed the part.

Social Action Center in another diocese 
and arrested a Sister, accusing her of 
subversion and harboring arms. Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila and Archbishop 
Bruno Torpigliani, the apostolic nuncio, 
made formal protests to the Marcos 
government. 


PRAISE — Pope John Paul II made 
his 32nd trip inside Italy Sept. 26 to mark 
what would have been the 85th birthday 
of Pope Paul VI, who died Aug. 6, 1978. 
The pope called Paul ‘‘a great pontiff, my 
unforgettable predecessor, who intensely 
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loved the Church, but loved, respected, 
exalted and defended man with no less 
sincerity.’’ Pope John Paul decribed Pope 
Paul as ‘‘the man who knew how to keep 
the boat of St. Peter on the right course, 
with a solid and firm hand, in the midst of 
the waves and billows’’ which marked his 
15 years as pope during and after the 
Second Vatican Council. 


ISSUES — The votes of Spanish 
Catholics in national elections Oct. 28 
must take into account such 
‘‘fundamental’’ issues as abortion, 
divorce and the right of parents freely to 
choose schools for their children, said the 
Spanish bishops. ‘“The casting of a vote is 
a moral act which presupposes the 
formation of a Christian conscience on 
the fundamental points of personal and 
collective life,’’ they said. 


RELEASE THEM — Bishop Albert 
Van Overbeke of the . Bayombong 
prelature in the Philippines called upon 
the Marcos government for the 
immediate release of two Dutch 
Missionhurst Fathers arrested after a 
military raid on their rectory. The 
government called the two rebels, but the 
bishop defended them and their pastoral 
work among his people. 

DATES SET — The Polish Catholic 
Church and the ruling Communist 
government have agreed on 1983 dates 
for a return visit of Pope John Paul II to 
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“And all who believed 


were together and held all 
things in. common; and 
they sold their possessions 
and goods and distributed 
them to all, as any had 
need.”’ (Acts 2:44-45)

likened that beat to the Beatitudes, the 
‘‘blessings’’ or ‘‘happiness’’ of the 
Sermon on the Mount. 


Poverty of spirit, gentleness and 
patience, all go against the values of 
materialism and consumerism that the 
world holds dear, she noted. 


SISTER ISSUED a direct challange to 
parents, especially, to guard against the 
intrusion of television into the family’s 
life. ‘‘TV has intruded into dialogue at 
home.

Pro-lifers beat abortionists’ court challenge 


FRESNO (NC) — A Superior Court 
judge, citing the First Amendment right 
to freedom of speech, denied an 
injunction. against a group of pro-life 
‘‘sidewalk counselors.”’ 

Valley Women’s Services president Dr. 
Michael Weiner had asked for an 
injunction to restrain the activities of 
Catholics United. For Life and three 
individual defendants at his clinic but 
Judge Hollis Best denied application of 
the injunction last Wednesday. 

WEINER ALSO brought suit against 
the defendants for $50,000 in punitive 
damages but that part of the case-was to 
be decided later.

Theo Sterns, a member of CUL named 
in the lawsuit, denied accusations of 
wrongdoing: ‘‘I was engaged in sidewalk 
counseling outside the abortion clinic, 
which is a legal exercise of my right of free 
speech. By sidewalk counseling I offer 
alternatives to women who otherwise may 
have no alternative to killing their babies. 
It is an exercise of our religious duty to try 
to save unbaptized babies from a cruel 


death.”’ 


Mark Drogin, a member of Catholics 
United for Life, called Best’s decision ‘‘a 
tremendous boost’’ for the pro-life 
movement. He said a similar court 
decision on sidewalk counseling was 
reached recently in a Planned Parenthood 
case in Phoenix, Ariz. 


“WE WERE acquitted of trespass (in 
Phoenix). The judge said we had the right 
to free speech.’’ Drogin was a defendant 
in the Phoenix case but not in the Fresno 
case. 


Members of CUL were sued in 1980 by 
Dr. Edward Allred and Dr. Kenneth 
Wright, who did get a restraining order 
against demonstrations. The order 
prevents demonstrators from using a 
parking lot adjacent to one clinic and to 
permit only five demonstrators on the 
sidewalk. 


According to Drogin, CUL’s sidewalk 
counseling has been very effective in 
preventing women from having 
abortions. 


‘SWE’ VE BEEN doing it for years and 
we save many, many babies,”’ he said, 
adding that three babies have been 
baptized in the CUL’s chapel. “‘We’ve 
taken care of some of these babies and 
we’ve taken care of about 12 women’’ 
who need food and medical expenses. 


Other pro-life groups around the 
country are learning the sidewalk 
counseling technique, Drogin said, 
because ‘‘it’s safe and legal. It’s not a sit- 
in, we just give women information they 
do not get’’ from the clinics. 


He said he finds ‘‘most women will 
change their minds’? when they get 
information about abortion and find there 
are alternatives. ‘‘They’re usually 
relieved’? not to go through with the 
abortion. 


Drogin said a legal network for 
sidewalk counselors is being set up 
because ‘‘abortionists realize how 


effective this is — it costs them business’”’ 
and they are trying to prevent it.

Taking a risk for peace 


Why would Pope John Paul II meet with Palestinian 
Liberation Organization leader Yasser Arafat, whom most 
of the world views as a cold-blooded terrorist? 


It could be argued whether Arafat is, in fact, more a 
cold-blooded killer than others with whom the pope has 
held private audiences. 


It must be noted, at the outset, that the pope favors the 
right of the Palestinian people to their own homeland; he 
also backs the right of the Jewish people to their own state. 


Surely it is seen, within the realm of basic justice and 
dignity, that persons have a place they can call home. 


To. deny them that right is injustice in its crudest and 
cruelest form. 


The question in this meeting — the issue which 
continues to cause the greatest furor — is the role of Arafat 


as the self-styled spokesman for the Palestinian people and 


their quest for a homeland. 


The continued unwillingness on the part of the U.S. 
officially, and Americans generally, to deal with Yasser 
Arafat is to deny the reality of his presence in the political 
spheres which contribute to Middle East instability. 


If achieving stability in the Middle East is a goal, all of 
the parties contributing to instability must be reckoned 
with. 


There is common ground between the Vatican and the 
PLO and the Palestinian people on one key point — the 
Palestinian people deserve a place they can call home. 

That common ground, alone, justifies a meeting 
between Arafat and the vicar of the Prince of Peace. 


The key points of disagreement cannot be denied, 
however, and those are the means of how this Palestinian 
homeland will be established and where. 


The pope has made clear his views that violence is not a 
means by which to achieve justice; Arafat believes — as 
seen by his actions — that violence is likely the only way to 
achieve that same goal. 


The pope’s meeting with Arafat is not advocacy of war 
and violence. Rather, it is an attempt to confront a real 
player in the Middle East with the futility of war. 


The Church’s belief in the sanctity of human life dictates 
that war must be avoided. The pope’s meeting with Arafat 
must be viewed in that context. 


While it may. be doubtful that the pope’s words of peace 
will soften the tenor of violence in the Middle East, the 
potential they hold must be given a chance. 


If the mere speaking of those words of peace lends 
credibility to a terrorist group, then, that is a risk for peace. 

It seems such a small price. 

We must be willing to take more such risks for peace. 

A real belief in the sanctity of human life demands them.

Why hasn’t our U.S. Catholic 
Conference spoken out on what has been 
and is still going on in Nicaragua? Could 
it be that our bishops are embarrassed 
because they were responsible in part for 
helping the Sandanistas in power a few 
years ago? Is it any wonder that many 
Catholics give very little credence to what 
our bishops say on political matters, 
especially in other countries, such as 
Central America. Our Holy Father has 
frequently admonished clergy and 
Religious to stay out of politics. Perhaps it 
would be a good idea to include the 
hierarchy?

The ‘Inspired Word’ 


All of us are aware that the Divinity speaks to us in a variety of 
ways. We understand in a finite way something of the Infinite by 
‘‘listening’’ to the world around us. It is good to remember that 
each of us ‘‘sees’’ the world around us in our own unique way 
and that one’s experience of the world and its Creator will not be 
totally the same as another’s experience. Rather than cause 
tension, however, these different experiences, when shared, can 
be enriching and add greater insight to our understanding of the 
Deity. 

Besides experiencing the Divine in the world, the ‘‘cosmic 
word,’’ around us and within us, God also speaks to us through 
the ‘‘Inspired Word’’ — the Sacred Scriptures, the Bible. 


A study of the Bible reveals that it is not really a book but a 
library of 72 books. It is not a series of factual history books but a 
theologized history. Those who were divinely inspired to write 
these books did not intend to write history but to interpret. it. 
They-went beneath the surface of historical events to the deeper 
meaning: what the Deity was telling humankind through these 
events. 


The Old Testament was written centuries ago. It was written 
in an ancient language for an ancient nomadic people. The New 
Testament was written almost twenty centuries ago, in the 
language of the people of that time, reflecting the culture and 
attitudes of those times. 


Brushing aside the ancient language, culture and attitudes of 
the times, what do the Scriptures reveal about the Divine? One 
insight — that the Deity of the bible is a ‘‘Deity of Intimacy,” 
creating man and woman in the Divine image, breathing into 
each the very “‘breath’’ of divine life, relating to each as friend! 


As with the psalmist, we stand in awe of this intimacy. At 
times it is the source of great joy and satisfaction. At times, it 
may be the occasion of uneasiness, confusion, even fear. Always 
it is a mystery! ‘‘You, Most Sacred and Holy One, you know 
everything I do; you understand all my thoughts. You see me; 
you know all my actions. Even before I speak you already know 
what I will say...You rest your hand upon me. It is too 
wonderful; I don’t understand. ’’ (Ps. 139: 1-6 paraphrased). 


By reflecting on the ‘‘inspired Word’’, remembering when it 


was written and why, we become more aware of the Divinity

Walk in our own moccasins first 


It is always difficult to put oneself completely into the 
shoes of another person. We may feel that we understand 
one another and to a certain extent we probably do, but 
never completely. But then, of course, we do not 
completely understand ourselves. 


The recent massacre in Beirut was in itself enough to 
make ‘‘ordinary, decent’’ people cringe, but there was an 
additional horror — the acts were perpetrated by a group 
known to be Christians. Over and over again in the news 
reports acts of appalling inhumanity were ascribed to 


“‘the Christians’ and, discussing the terrible fact, we 


asked, ‘‘How could they do such a thing? How could 
Christians do something like this?’’ 


BUT THERE IS a principle behind the urge to 
destroy or eradicate in some way, things or people that 
threaten us or merely intrude upon the physical or 
psychological space we have marked for ourselves, that is 
not foreign to even the best of us, Christian or not. 


We tell ourselves that we have rights — to territory, 
property, land, a way of thought and a way of life — and 
a responsibility to defend those rights against those who 
might intrude upon them. Any transgression of our 
“‘rights’’ will first irritate, then anger, then outrage us 
and — behold — we are all set for vindictive, avenging 
and basically destructive behavior.

But there is a slight inhibition. We are nice people. We 
love our families and are kind to our grandmothers, 
gentle with children and animals and loyal to our friends. 
Can people like us engage in destructive behavior towards 
other members of our human race? Obviously, we can 


and do. 


WE DO IT BY the simple ploy of reducing our 
opponents or the threat of their presence to something less 
than human. Christian Crusaders shared the Muslim 
belief that they would find the way to heaven by 
slaughtering infidels. The Spanish Inquisitors felt totally 
justified in inflicting hideous torture and death upon so- 
called heretics. 

They could do so because infidels and heretics 
obviously could not be accepted as God-fearing human 
beings if they dared oppose the true religion as it was 
understood at the time. We do the same thing every time 
our country enters into a war. Wartime propaganda 
dehumanizes the enemy so as to enable us to destroy him 
without qualm and remain ‘‘nice guys.”’ 

As I see it, the great tragedy is not only that militant 
political Christian groups are capable of terrorizing 
equally as effectively as their unbelieving counterparts, 
but that we Christians everywhere still allow ourselves to 


be manipulated by our own insecurities and selfishness 
into behavior that is destructive to others and, for that 
matter, to ourselves. 


WE DO NOT fully understand what motivates other 
people to act as they do, and probably never will, but we 
do have an obligation to understand why we act as we do 
and to perceive where we fail both as Christians and as 
mature human beings. Although each individual is 
unique in that he or she is uniquely loved and 
commissioned by God, our human experiences are not 
unique. We share a great deal with each other. 


When a major travesty of Christian ethics comes to our 
attention, it is rewarding to try to think through to the 
reason behind it and when we have isolated it, to look into 
ourselves to see whether we may be harboring the same 
seed — in lesser degree, of course, but with the same 
potential danger. Then, perhaps, we may come to a little 
more understanding of the other person, through greater 
understanding of ourselves. 


We do not need to feel outraged and ashamed at the 
suggestion that evil lies latent in us. After all, God has 
known that since before time and has felt our potential for 
good to be great enough to risk giving us existence.

In October of 1944, another serious problem developed 
at Camp Imperial Dam. A thriving prostitution ring ws 
operating with two U.S. airmen from the Yuma Air Base 
working with an Italian taxi driver. As a result of the 
crackdown on the ring, the POWs were only permitted to 
go to the USO, the movie house, and the skating rink. 
Curfew was 10:30 p.m. One of the Italian colonels, in 
retaliation, told the prisoners that the priests were 
responsible for closing down the operation of the ring, 
and that they should be thrown into the Colorado River 
the next time they visited the camp. This particular 
colonel was arrested the day before the priest arrived and 
was sent to a stockade in Arkansas. He was replaced by a 
new Italian Colonel Pedoni who gave the men a new lease 
on life. 


Another trouble spot was the Holding and 
Reconsignment Point Depot at Yermo in the Mojave 
Desert. Here also the men had no liberties and a too 


Moral Perspectives

There is a movement afoot in this country which bears 
the generic title of the Moral Majority. 


This recent phenomenon in the United States is in the 
process of redefining America on the major platforms of 
pro-life, family, morality-and America. 


While strongly convinced that God is still at work in the 
world, this movement also creates certain dangerous 
tendencies; e.g., its promotion of narrow nationalism; 
and its minimal concern for the socially marginal. 


The famous Scopes trial of the 1920s brought into full 
drama the Defense in the person of Clarence Darrow and 
the Prosecutor in the person of William Jennings Bryan, 
the ‘“‘ambassador of Jesus Christ,’’ as he was titled by 
many. 


After this trial and the apparent defeat suffered for 
fundamentalism in this country, many Protestants would 
never again call themselves fundamentalists. But 
fundamentalism never truly disappeared from the 
American scene nor from the attitudes of many American 
people. 


What are the basic ingredients of fundamentalism? 


FIRST: A belief in the inerrancy of the Bible. The 
Reverend Jerry Falwell recently said that ‘‘...we have one 
basic document on. which we predict everything we 
believe...the inerrancy of scripture not only in matters of 
theology, but science, geography, history, etc...’’ 


severe commandant for whom they had no respect. They 
were also unhappy about working with ‘‘colored’’ troops. 
Strange to say, some of the most difficult camps in the 
diocese were the first to leave California for the Italian 
homeland. 


Other camps with problems were Camp Mira Loma, 
San Bernardino, perhaps the most deserted of all the 
camps according to Msgr. Trivisonno. These POWs had 
never had any liberty in two years. 


Camp Clipper in Needles consisted of a demolition 
group whose work was hunting for unexploded shells near 
Essex. They walked about seven miles each day. This 
camp was demolished by December of 1944. 


Msgr. Trivisonno visited at least 10 Italian POW 
camps over a period of 15 months and 30,000 miles. He 
was chaplain for five camps, personally making all the 
reports, supervising the activities of four other priest- 


SECOND: A belief in ‘‘Dispensational 
premillenialism’’: i.e., that the world is divided into seven 
dispensations, the last one being the return of Christ and 
the beginning of the millenial reign of Christ on earth. 


This final dispensation can come only through a 
cataclysmic supernatural intervention (most 
fundamentalists identify the initiation of this age with the 
establishment of the State of Israel). 


THIRD: A set of beliefs that are basically anti- 
intellectual. Bryan himself said, e.g., that ‘‘...it is better 
to trust the Rock of Ages, than to know the age of the 
rocks.”’ 


This ‘‘anti-intellectualism”’ is really an ‘‘anti-elitism,’’ 
based on the conviction that science has lost its way, and 
the real need now is knowledge that will surface from 
exact observation and correct thinking. 


FOURTH: A sstrong belief in authority. This 
component is of special interest in viewing the emergence 
of the Rev. Jerry Falwell. 


Just as fundamentalist theology posits the absolute 
authority of the Bible, it likewise in fact posits the absolute 
authority of pastors, teachers, fathers, civil authority, etc. 
In fundamentalism, there is only authority and obedience. 


While fundamentalist theology exists quite independent 
of individual pastors, e.g., individual pastors do tend to 
impose their own personal authority. 


chaplains, making requisitions for supplies for all of the 
camps, writing the Apostolic Delegate and doing all the 
worrying as well as much of the work. 


By October of 1945, he had visited all of the camps in 
the diocese. He was able to do this along with his pastoral 
duties at Oceanside because Bishop Buddy never 
hesitated to supply a priest to take his place while he was 
on the road. In his final journal, Msgr. Trivisonno 
obtained lists of the names and addresses of every Italian 
POW. These men could apply for relief for themselves 
and their families in Italy if relief was needed. 


The men at this time, along with their officers, said that 
their treatment here in the United States was more 
favorable than that received by Italian prisoners 
elsewhere, in spite of the many instances of rough 
treatment and deprivation reported in the journals of 
Msgr. Trivisonno and Fr. Garrone.

Moral Majority: historical roots 


The idea that an individual should collect data and 
decide for him or herself is anathema (thus one major 
reason why there are no ecumenical efforts among 
fundamentalists). 


FIFTH: A virulent pro-Americanism. This element 
has not always been a part of the fundamentalist scenario, 
but clearly it has been woven now into its fabric in the 
strong reaction evidenced in this country in the 1960’s 
and the 1970’s against the equally virulent anti- 
Americanism. 


Many fundamentalists believe, e.g., that the United 
States is destined to be Israel’s protector in the struggle 
that will precede the end-time. 


Out of this background has arisen the new religious 
right of the 1970s, a movement rooted in fundamentalism 
and grounded in a deep disillusionment in America. 


By the beginning of 1980, however, the power and the 
breadth of the electronic church, composed mostly of 
independent ministries, had become staggering. About 41 
percent of the U.S. population tuned in a religious TV 
program weekly (an estimated 130 million Americans). 


The Rev. Jerry Falwell was one of those fundamentalist 
electronic ministers. And in 1979, he brought this 
background forward, and coupled with his own deep 
disillusionment with America, he formed the Moral 
Majority. 
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Vatican Bank: Appearance of scandal, but few facts

Reports are unclear and speculative as 
to how the money borrowed by the 
Panamanian institutions was put to use. 
What is clear is that Calvi was unable to 
pay back the money to the Ambrosiano 
subsidiaries and that this was the key 
element leading to the Ambrosiano 
collapse. 


LETTERS OF patronage have the 
legal standing of letters of reference and 
do not constitute guarantees, but some 
observers wonder why, if the IOR felt 
comfortable enough about the loans to 
issue letters of p&tronage it needed a 
companion letter absolving it of financial 
responsibility. 

Italian Treasury Minister Beniamino 
Andreatta has said that the IOR may 
have a ‘‘moral responsibility’’ to make up 
some of the money lost in the Ambrosiano 
collapse and has asked the Vatican to 
explain its connection withthe loans. 


Speculation about IOR’s link began to 
dominate Italian journals soon after 
Calvi’s death in mid-June and the world’s 
media has begun to follow suit, including 
the Sept. 13 issues of Time and Newsweek. 


‘“‘THERE’S NO question but that the 
Church has been hurt by all this. For 
some people, I guess, there’s a certain 
titillation from this type of speculation, 
but I think that more people are simply 
confused. They don’t really know the 
facts,’? said one American, a non- 
Catholic layman whose work puts him in 
daily touch with the Vatican. 


‘I think perhaps people are saddened 
by it too,’’ he added. ‘‘There is, at least 
for the moment, an appearance of 
impropriety here, and the Church is 
supposed to be above all that, setting an 
example for people.”’ 

According to a veteran American 
journalist in Rome, the Ambrosiano 
affair fortifies people’s perceptions about 
the Church. 


“EVEN CATHOLICS believe that 
the Church is immensely wealthy,’ 
remarked this man, who is not a Catholic. 
‘‘The appearance of a scandal here 
reaffirms people’s suspicions about 
Vatican wealth and power.”’ 


But there is a dearth of facts. Said one 
American priest who had just returned 
from several weeks in the United States: 
‘‘People kept saying to me at home, “This 
doesn’t look so good. What’s it all 
about?’ ”’ 


‘‘When people don’t have an accurate 
story,’’ he added, ‘‘they presume 
accusations to be true.”’ 


ADDED ANOTHER American priest 
with many Vatican contacts: ‘‘In the 
United States, there’s a big push for 
complete disclosure of Church finances. 
People expect as much from the 
Vatican.”’ 


Among the larger questions raised by 
the Vatican-Ambrosiano affair are 
whether the Church needs to be involved 
in banking at all, and if it does, what 
guidelines should govern its activities. 


Recently Italian Bishop Luigi Bettazzi 
of Ivrea, president of Pax Christi 
International, voiced concern about 
churchmen ‘‘walking arm in arm’’ with 
questionable figures and suggested that 
‘fa more visible manner of meeting the 
financial demands of the Christian 
community without running these risks’’ 
should be found. 


ONE AMERICAN priest who has 
taught in Rome for many years said: 
‘It’s very simple. People feel 
uncomfortable about the idea of the 
Vatican running a bank.”’ 


Another asked: ‘‘Wouldn’t it be better 
if the Vatican simply deposited its money 
in an outside reputable commercial bank, 
the way anyone else does?”’ 


Several sources, however, say the 
answer to this question is ‘‘no’’ because if 
the Vatican bank did not exist, the 
Church would‘have to invent one. 


ACCORDING TO this view, the 
Vatican bank is really not a bank at all, in 
the sense of a commercial institution open 
to all depositors. Instead, it more closely 
parallels the loan funds which exist in 
many dioceses. These funds hold interest- 
bearing accounts in reserve for more 
solvent parishes while loaning money. to 
others which find themselves financially

The current system, in which a body of 
five cardinals called the Commission of 
Vigilance supervises the IOR’s 
operations, doesn’t work, according to 
him: 

THE CARDINALS have too many 
other responsibilities, he feels, and they 
are not really aware of the details of the 
IOR’s financial operations. 


pastorally.” It is possible to be honest and not careful at the same time. 


pinched or needing funds for new 
projects. 


Since its inception in 1887, the Institute 
for the Works of Religion has existed to 
do what its name implies — to help 
religious orders and institutions carry out 
apostolic projects by husbanding for them 
their resources. 


Defenders of the bank argue that it 
scorns speculative ventures, that it places 
its deposits in proven interest-bearing 
investments, that it rejects such 
potentially ‘lucrative but high-risk 
opportunities as lending money to foreign 
governments, and that its track record 
over the years would make any 
businessman proud. 


DEFENDERS ALSO point out that 
the Vatican bank helps out dioceses which 
are experiencing economic difficulties and 
funds projects which might otherwise not 
get started. 


“If I want to start an orphanage in 
Africa,’’ said one priest, ‘‘I go to the 
Vatican bank to get things underway.”’ 


Once that orphanage is operational, 
perhaps together with companion projects 
in other countries, the sponsoring agency 
(normally a Religious congregation) sets 
up an account in the Vatican bank into 
which contributions can be received. 
From this account, monies are dispensed 
for the congregation’s apostolic projects 
as needed. Were it not for such an 
account under Vatican supervision, say 
supporters of the bank, apostolic efforts 
would be seriously hampered by national 
restrictions on withdrawal of currency 
and funding would reach the projects only 
with great difficulty. 


ONE PRIEST, an employee of the 


Vatican, while conceding the need for a . 


bank, thinks that the IOR needs a new 
supervisory structure. For the financial 
management of the bank he suggests a 
team of international banking experts 
rather than the almost-exclusively Italian 
advisers currently employed. He sees the 
need, too, for pastoral supervision. 

‘In speaking of investments,”’ he said, 
“‘everything wise money-wise is not wise 
pastorally.’’ 
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The president of the bank is a native of 
Cicero, Ill., Archbishop Paul C. 
Marcinkus, a 60-year-old veteran of three 
decades of Vatican diplomatic and 
administrative assignments. He is also the 
‘*governor’’ of the 108-acre Vatican City 
State and the chief organizer of papal 
trips outside of Italy. 


Despite the sharp attacks against him, 
Archbishop- Marcinkus has many 
defenders who vouch for his integrity. 


AS TO whether the IOR president 
received any personal financial profit 
from the Vatican bank’s links with Banco 
Ambrosiano, no one entertains such a 


thought. 


An American layman with many 
contacts in Italian society observed, 
‘Even people who hate the Church are 
willing to concede that Marcinkus is 
honest.”’ 


Nor do many people feel that the IOR 
benefited monetarily from the 
controversial letters of patronage. Since 
the IOR is widely reported to own 1.58 
percent of Ambrosiano’s stock, the 
Vatican stands to lose money from the 
Ambrosiano debacle, though over the 
years the IOR’s dealings with 
Ambrosiano could well have been 
financially profitable. 


NOR DO many people believe that the 
IOR ‘acted illegally in its dealings with the 
Ambrosiano. The Italian Finance 
Ministry, which is investigating the 
Ambrosiano affair, has made no public 
accusations to that effect, although one 
American who deals regularly with the 
Italian legal system said, ‘‘Italian laws are 


so complex and their enforcement so 


selective that one could easily run afoul of 
them.”’ 


However, Archbishop Marcinkus 
moved into the Vatican, a separate state 
under Italian law, to avoid being given a 
judicial communique advising him that 
he is being investigated. This type of 
communique usually contains accusations 
made against the people being 


‘investigated. 


Though dishonesty and illegality are 
ruled out by most people, impropriety is 
not. Most insiders feel uncomfortable 
about the IOR’s having dealt with Calvi, 
particularly with regard to the letters of 
patronage. 

ABOUT A month before Calvi 
reportedly asked the IOR for the letters, 
he had been convicted of. illegally 
exporting about $26 million in capital 
from Italy during the mid-1970s. At the 
time of Calvi’s death he was still out on 
bail appealing his four-year prison 
sentence.

Critics of the IOR’s involvement say 
that the letters of patronage may have

New reports are sketchy and 
speculative as to where the money 
borrowed by Calvi for the Panamanian 
companies finally wound up and why the 
loans are now unpayable.

that the good name of the Church may 
have been used to assist an operation that 
was shady and shaky.”’ 


OTHERS DEFEND the letters of 
patronage as good business practice. One 
defender speculated on a scenario. 


“*Calvi is in over his head because he’s 
borrowed too much already for the 
Panamanian operations. But he’s got to 
pay the interest back, so he needs still 
more money. So he comes to the IOR to 
ask for a recommendation. Now the IOR 
knows Calvi. He’s always dealt with it 
responsibly before, and it never had a 
problem with him, so he’s a friend. 
Besides, even after his conviction, the 
Banco Ambrosiano officers reconfirmed 
him as their president. And the nation’s 
banking authority, the Bank of Italy, has 
approved Ambrosiano’s balance sheet for 
the year, which shows a healthy financial 
picture. If Calvi can’t get the new money 
he can’t pay the interest on the old loans. 
And the IOR, as an Ambrosiano 
stockholder, loses out.”’ 


‘‘Very few people, high or low in the 
Curia, know what really happened. This 
is a situation where many cardinals would 
be interested in talking with journalists to 
see what the journalists know,’’ observed 
one well-placed priest on the staff of the 
Vatican Curia, the Church’s central 
administration. 


THE CLOSE-mouthed posture of the 
Vatiican comes in part because the 
Vatican is in the middle of its own 
investigation of the IOR’s dealings with 


- the Ambrosiano. But there is also. the 


traditional Vatican reserve because of the 
way its affairs are often treated in the 
Italian press.

Says KGB, Bulgarians in 
on papal murder attempt

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
attempted assassination of Pope John 
Paul II in May 1981 was probably 
hatched by or with the knowledge of the 
Soviet Union and its Eastern bloc 
communist satellite, Bulgaria, witnesses 
told a congressional panel last week. 


And, one witness said, the Soviets may 
have been behind the assassination 
atternpt not just because they were angry 
about a letter the pope reportedly sent 
them threatening to return to Poland if 
the Soviets invaded it, but also because 
they. feared John Paul would lead a 
reunification of the Orthodox and Roman 
Catholic Churches — thereby threatening 
their power over people in the Soviet 
Union and its satellites. 


EXCEPT FOR this theory postulated 
by Atanas Slavov, a Bulgarian writer in 
exile, the hearing covered much of the 
same ground reported recently in the 
news media, linking Mehmet Ali Agca, 
the convicted papal assailant, with a 
criminal network supervised by the 
Bulgarian secret police, who in turn were 
controlled by the Soviet Union’s KGB 
secret police. 

(The Soviet news agency Tass said the 
allegations are ‘‘absurd inventions’’ and 
the Bulgarian mission to the United 
Nations in New York called them 
‘*fantasies and inventions.’’) 


The hearing was held by House and 


Senate members of the U.S. Commission’ 


on. Security and Cooperation in Europe, 
which monitors implementation of the 
Helsinki accords. One member, Sen. 
Alfonse D’Amato (R-N.Y.), said he 
personally knows an_ unidentified 
monsignor who carried the pope’s letter 
to Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev in 
which the pope reportedly warned he 
would return to stand beside his Polish 
countrymen if the Soviets invaded 
Poland. 


D’AMATO SAID his monsignor 
friend ‘‘was quite convinced the Russians 
were behind the assassination attempt.”’ 


Those testifying included Claire 
Sterling, a journalist and author of a 
Reader’s Digest article on the apparent 
ties of Agca to the Bulgarian secret police. 
Similar material was reported in an NBC 
News documentary last week. 


Witnesses suggested that if the 
Bulgarians were in fact involved in the 
papal assassination attempt, then the 
Bulgarian’s Soviet supervisors, including 
the Soviet Politburo, had to be involved 
as well... 


THE ATTACK on the pope was “‘not 
really a terrorist crime’’ and not a crime 
committed by a lone fanatic, Ms. Sterling 
said. Rather, it was ‘‘an old-fashioned 
state assassination attempt.”’ 


She said that it appears to have been 
bankrolled by some shadowy source, 
painted as a right-wing terrorist. Agca 
was allowed by Bulgarian authorities to 
enter, stay in and leave their country after 
he had escaped from prison in Turkey 
(also perhaps with substantial help) where 
he was jailed following the murder of a 
Turkish journalist. 


He also had ties to gun-suppliers who 
were very probably connected with the 
Bulgarian secret police, she said. 


THROUGHOUT THE tangled web 
of Agca’s activity once he escaped from 
Turkey, there is ‘‘pretty hard evidence 
that can’t be explained’’ easily which 
links Agca to the Bulgarians and thus the 
Soviets, she said. ‘‘What was done by the 
Bulgarian secret service was done with the 
knowledge and consent of the Soviet 
KGB,”’ she said. 


Another witness, Michael Ledeen, a 
former advisor to former Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig, now a senior 
fellow at the Georgetown Center for 


’ Strategic and International Studies, said 


that if the Soviet Union or one of its 
satellites were involved in the attempted 
assassination, the decision would have 
been made by the top leadership of the 
Soviet Union. 


‘This is_a political decision. This is a 
strategic move and as such can only come 
from the highest levels of the Soviet 
government. This is a Politburo-level 
decision,’’ Ledeen testified. ‘‘If you reach 
the’ conclusion the Bulgarian secret 
service was involved then I think you 
have to reach the conclusion the Politburo 
was involved.”’ 


speculation, doing things which in any 
other country would be considered 
unprofessional and unbalanced,’’ said 
one non-Italian priest in the Curia. 


Added to this is the resentment among 
Italian bankers, occasionally bubbling to 
the top, because of the exemptions 
granted. to the Vatican under its 
concordat with Italy in 1929.

WHATEVER THE reasons, the 
Church has not helped itself by its 
reluctance to speak. 


“TLet’s face it,’’ said one American 
layman in Rome, ‘‘Vatican finances have 
always been the biggest secret around, 
more impenetrable than the latest Soviet . 
missile information. The Ambrosiano 
thing only makes it worse.”’ 


Public utterances by Vatican officials 
have been few. Occasional comment has 
come from Archbishop Marcinkus, who 
said in July that he had ‘‘never been 
involved in anything that could be 
considered fraudulent.’’ 


IN AN interview in the Italian 
magazine Expresso the papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
conceded the existence of the letters of 
patronage, questioned their weight and 
said that there are aspects of the situation 
still to be ‘‘clarified.”’ 


Archbishop Marcinkus has_ been 
advised not to venture off Vatican 
property because Church officials fear 
that he could be served with the judicial 
communique and be detained for 
questioning. The Vatican would prefer, if 
possible, to complete its own investigation 
first and is also concerned that such a 
move could open a constitutional can of 
worms and upset the delicate diplomatic 
balance between Italy and the Vatican 
City State. 


THERE ARE in some quarters 
misgivings about the panel of experts, all 
Catholics and named by the Vatican. 


Some feel it prudent for the Vatican not 
to respond to press pleas for information 
while the Church’s own study is going on, 
but everyone questioned thought it 
essential that once the investigation is 
completed, a public report of its 
conclusions be made. 


The publication of the committee’s 
findings, in the minds of most of those 
interviewed, could help to repair the 
damage done by the Vatican’s 
unresponsiveness to the press since the 
Ambrosiano affair became public.

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Benedictine Oblates: "An extension of the Sisters’ 


VESPERS — Benedictine Oblates, secular-order men 
and women living the Rule of St. Benedict outside of a 
cloistered community, are always attached to a regular

Benedictines are not unique among 
Religious communities in having a third 
or secular order. Southern Cross has 
within the past year documented 
Carmelites, Dominicans and Franciscans, 
both men and women, who share the 
spiritual benefits of their order along with 
the professed Religious, but who continue 
to live their lives, whether single or 
married, in the lay state. 


But the Benedictine Oblates are 
unusual in that they very much share the 
communal life of the cloistered Religious. 
There are two Oblate chapters in our 
diocese, one attached to the Benedictine 
priory in Oceanside, the other to the 
Convent of Perpetual Adoration 
overlooking Mission Bay in San Diego. 


‘‘THE OBLATES are part of our 
family,’’ said Sister Esther Elbert. ‘“They 
are admitted to spiritual union and 
affiliation, and share our prayer life and 
the good works of our community.”’ 


The Oblates have been very much a 
part of the Benedictine family for 1,500 
years, said Sister Esther. They spend a 
novice year before making a final 
commitment to the community, when 
they are invested with the Rule and the 


medal of St. Benedict. As in the other 
third orders, the Benedictine Oblates may 
be buried in the Religious habit. _ 


The Benedictine rule stresses work and 
prayer, said Sister Esther, and is equally 
adaptable to the cloistered life of the 
Religious or the active life of the laity. 
‘“‘We get out of life what we put into it, 
and our aims are the same: we’re each 
giving our hearts to God, and helping our 
fellow man as best we can.”’ 


THE 70 OBLATES who form part of 
the spiritual family with the Sisters of the 
convent look to Sister M. Paula 
Thompson, the prioress, for leadership, 
but mostly govern themselves with an 
elected advisory board of their own. 


“Tt is important for the group to be 
self-motivated, and it is important for the 
Sisters to be with them,’’ said Sister 
Paula. ‘‘It is really their organization. 
But they are not here just to receive 
spiritual things from the Sisters; their 
spirit somehow touches the Sisters who 
lead a semi-cloistered life.”’ 


Angelo and Lita Chavez of St. Mary

Oblates, as is Marilyn Pirkola of Vista;

Abp.: Peace ‘set by Christ, not politics’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — ‘‘The 
content and context of our peacemaking is 
set, not by some political agenda or 
ideological program, but by the teaching 
of (Christ’s) Church,”’ said Archbishop 
James A. Hickey of Washington at a day- 
long archdiocesan convocation on peace 
Sept. 18. 


The convocation was part of the 
‘ongoing program of prayer, reflection, 
study, and discussion’? which the 
archbishop called for in his June pastoral 
letter on the ‘‘moral dimensions of 
nuclear weapons in light of Catholic 
teaching.”’ 


IN HIS opening remarks, Archbishop 
Hickey said that within the Catholic 
Church in the United States, ‘‘it is a time 
of testing and probing because our nation 
serves as a bulwark against Soviet power 
and aggression, while sharing with them 
the destructive power’’ of nuclear arms. 


Roger Molander, executive director of 
Ground Zero, a non-partisan 
organization which researches the 
possible consequences of nuclear war and 
how such a war can be prevented, called 
for a ‘“‘second American Revolution”’ 
which would give U.S. citizens more 
‘authentic and tangible participation in 
the decision- and policy-making of our 
government”’ as one of the steps to create 
pressure to prevent a nuclear war. 


A. member of the National Security 
Council ‘staff for seven years during the 
Nixon, Ford, and Carter administrations, 
Molander has had responsibility for 
strategic nuclear policy issues and for 
analytical material for the SALT 
negotiations. 


FATHER J. BRYAN Hehir, director 
of the Office of International Peace and 
Justice of the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
said that the Church must act as ‘‘moral 
teacher in the public debate’’ and that the 
laity should be foremost in such a 
position, not the bishops. 


‘‘We must develop the moral capability 
to control the military power we have 
already created,’’ he added. 


William Colby, former director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, told the 
gathering about initial U.S. policy toward 
nuclear armament after World War II. 
He said that the U.S. made a proposal to 
the United Nations to eliminate nuclear 
weaponry. 


MAF. JAMES Keeley, reading a 
statement by Ambassador Edward L. 
Rowney, chief negotiator in the Strategic 
Arms Reduction Talks between the U.S. 
and USSR, emphasized the ‘‘significance 
of the name change from ‘limitation talks’ 
to ‘reduction talks’.’’ He said that the 
United States is dedicated to ‘“‘securing a 
durable structure of stable relations in the 
world.”’ 


While pursuing reductions, however, » 


the Reagan administration is ‘‘committed 
to redressing 10 years of neglect of our 
own defense structure. If we do not take 
care of our own security, the Soviets are 
not going to do it for us,’’ Rowney’s 
paper stated. 


Keeley, who is Rowney’s assistant in 
the negotiations with the Soviets and who 
is Catholic, as are Rowney and Colby, 
added some of his own remarks. He said 
that ‘nuclear deterrence, to me, is the 
only moral direction to follow in the 
context of genuine negotiations.’’

Inchon (MGM-United Artists) is not 
the worst movie ever made, but it’s 
certainly the worst outrageously 
expensive movie ever made. Or to put it 
another way, it’s certainly the worst 
movie ever made starring either Laurence 
Olivier or Toshiro Mifune. It’s also the 
worst starring both of them together, but 
since no other movie but it does, it 
wouldn’t be fair to say so. 


The chief backer of this deplorable 
mess is the Rev. Sun Myung Moon, 
billed above almost everybody else as 
“special advisor.’’ Presumably Inchon is 
the Korean religious leader’s tribute to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, the savior of 
his country from Communist invasion, 
but if he had had friends like Mr. Moon 


- in his life time, the general would not 


have needed Harry Truman. 


INCHON IS a port city on the Yellow 
Sea, not far from Seoul, Korea’s capital. 
In September 1950 it was the scene of 
MacArthur’s final triumph. At the age of 
70, when members of most professions, 
not excluding the military, are enjoying 
retirement and savoring past 
accomplishments, MacArthur, in the face 
of grave misgivings on the part of his own

abortion measure, Helms had been given 
a good chance of getting his court 
jurisdiction bill approved. In 1979 an 
identical Helms-sponsored proposal was 
approved 50-41 in the Senate, but died in 
the House. 


Four attempts in as many days to end 
the filibuster against the proposal, 
however, all fell at least six votes short of 
the 60 required under Senate rules to end 
the delaying tactics. 


The Senate also failed to kill the bill 
outright when, on a 47-53 vote, it refused 
to go along with a motion by Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz.) to table it. 


THE SUBSEQUENT ‘“‘legislative 
gridlock’’ was broken when the Senate, in 
its 51-48 tally, defeated a last-ditch move 
by Helms that would have attached the 
school prayer proposal to an unrelated 
measure raising the ceiling on the 
national debt. A subsequent procedural 
move dealt the final blow to the Helms 
amendment, 79-16. 


The angriest debate over the school 
prayer measure came Sept. 22 when Sen. 
Dale Bumpers (D-Ark.) accused Helms of 
prolonging the debate for political 
purposes. 


“‘T understand his presses are running, 
his letters are going out,’’ said Bumpers, 
referring to Helms’ political action 
committee which raises funds for 
conservative causes. 
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Pentagon, conceived a brilliant but risky 
flanking action against the North Korean 
army which had swarmed across the 38th 
Parallel two-and-a-half months before. 


The invaders had swept all before 
them, their assault spearheaded by 
Russian T-34 tanks, the workhorse of the 
Red Army in World War II, whose armor 
was impervious to the antitank weapons 
of the South Koreans.

AND IT was at this critical juncture 
that MacArthur, who accomplished more 
with fewer casualties than any other 
major commander in World War II, 
elected to capture Inchon with an 
amphibious assault instead of mounting a 
costly advance out of the perimeter, back 
up the peninsula. 


He was playing for high stakes. The 
harbor at Inchon had a narrow opening, 
easily defended, and the tide variance was 


HELMS RETORTED that he had 
been silent despite all the abuse that had
